To  the  inhahilants  of  the  Town  of  Whitefield,  in  the  county  of 
Coos,  in  said  State,  (lualiUed  to  vote  in  Town  affairs.  You  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in  said  VVhitefield,  on  Tuesday  the 
eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  tlic  clocli  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  followin.<;  subjects,  vi/. : 

1st.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk, 

2nd.  To  choose  three  Selectmen. 

3rd.  To  choose  a  Treasurer. 

4th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  ^Town  Officers. 

5th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  raonej  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tion for  the  same. 

Gth.  To  raise  such  suras  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
and  building  of  highways  and  bridges. 

7th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  appropriate  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  local  Grand  Army  Post. 

8th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
and  building  of  sidewalks. 

9th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 
books  and  paying  all  other  expenses  of  the  Public  Library. 

10th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  the  Town  may  deem  expedient  to  pay 
on  the  Town  debt. 

11th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
and  building  of  sewers 

12th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  by  Town  note,  such  sums  as  they  deem  necessary  to 
pay  current  bills  the  year  ensuing. 

lotli.       To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  raise  to  support  street  lights 

14th.  To  see  how^  much  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  public  band  concerts  for  the  ensuing  year. 


15th.  To  raise  snch  sums  as  may  })e  neccssar}'  to  pay  interest  on 
the  Town  debt. 

16th.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  care  and 
improvement  of  cemeteries. 

17th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  to  the  Woman's  Study 
Club  free  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for  their  next  years  Lec- 
ture Course. 

18th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  streets  in  the  business 
part  of  the  village  oiled,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  same. 

19th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  aid  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  highways  under  the  laws 
passed  at  the  January  session  1905  and  amendments 
thereto. 

20th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fittingly  observe  ''Old  Home 
Week"  August  IG  to  23rd  1919  and  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

21st.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  Soldiers'  Monument, 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same,  and — 
or  raise  the  same  by  issuing  Town  notes. 

22nd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Selectmen  appoint  a 
liquor  agent  or  agents,  or  give  prescription  permits  to 
one  or  both  of  the  local  druggists  to  sell  liquor  for  medi- 
cinal use  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  147,  La\s  s  1917. 

23rd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation,  for 
a  period  of  not  longer  than  ten  years  the  real  estate 
owned  by  the  I.O.O.F.  Corporation  in  Whitelleld,  in- 
cluding buildings  erected  and  improvements  made 
thereon. 

24th.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  lawfully  come  be- 
fore the  meeting.
